Mexico City, 
August 6.—Thirsty 
residents of the United States who 
hope to find an oasis in Mexico may 
be disappointed. 
A cabinet member 
whose influence will be felt in the 
drafting of “dry” regulations was re­ 
cently quoted in The Excelsior as say­ 
ing that it may be necessary for the 
Mexican government to establish a 
“dry” zone at least ten kilometers 
deep along the entire length of the 
United States boundary. 
Intimation was also given that the 
government is prepared to move im­ 
mediately against persons who are 
reported to be selling liquor to Amer­ 
icans, using Mexican territory as their 
base of operations. 
A question which is said to be giv­ 
ing officials here much concern is 
whether United States brewers and 
distillers shall be allowed to tran s­ 
port their plants, together with their 
stocks of goods, to Mexico. 
No of­ 
ficial action has been taken on that 
phase of the question. 
Prohibition as a nationwide measure 
is commencing to attract attention. 
Gen. P. Elias Calles, governor of the 
state of Sonora, recently revived sev­ 
eral “dry” laws and announced they 
would be enforced. These regulations 
provide severe punishment for per­ 
sons convicted of the illegal sale of 
liquor. 
The legislature of the state 
of Campeche 
has 
discussed 
“dry” 
measures for some time, but it is im­ 
probable drastic action will be taken 
inasmuch as Governor JaOquin Mucel 
has asked that instead of a "bone dry” 
law there be enacted measures regu­ 
lating the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicants.

Cabinet and Congress 
Thresh Out Various 
Means of Arriving at 
Solution to Problem 
Confronting 
Nation 
As Result of High 
Price Levels in Mar­ 
kets. 


Washington, August 5.—Efforts of 
the government to force down the cost 
of living overshadowed all else today. 
A special meeting of cabinet mem­ 
bers and other high officials will 
hear the recommendations of the spec­ 
ial committee which has been consid­ 
ering the means to bring about lower 
costs to the average citizen. 
Action 
by the executive branch of the gov­ 
ernment for lower prices is understood 
to be the chief subject before the 
regular cabinet meeting. 
The senate agricultural commit­ 
tee also plans to consider methods for 
bringing down prices. 
The chairman 
in the house of the interstate com­ 
merce committee is prepared to urge 
the house to take action on the bill 
proposing an investigation by the 
federal trade commission of alleged 
artificially created shortages. 
The expected developments in the 
report, of the special committee ap­ 
pointed by the attorney general and 
his conferees are awaited with the 
greatest interest. 
No intimation has been given as 
to what solution of the cost of living 
prcblem is to be urged. 
Attorney General Palmer will pre­ 
sent a preliminary report to the presi­ 
dent concerning the steps taken by 
government agencies to reduce costs. 
Julius Barnes, the wheat director 
was called to the white house concern­ 
ing the proposed plan to restore wheat 
to a free market, with the govern­ 
ment making good the difference be­ 
tween the m arket price and the guar­ 
anteed price. 
W hether the president goes before 
congress to recommend steps to re­ 
lieve the situation depends upon the 
nature of the report made by Mr. Pal­ 
mer, Secretary Tumulty said.

Hotel M ens Exposition 
Takes Up Method of 
Keeping Fruits With­ 
out Sealing or Use 
of Chemicals — Inter­ 
est Shown by Women 
Who Attend Exhibits 
on Household Saving. 


Chicago, August 5.—How the wis­ 
dom of the ancient Egyptians is still 
f value to 
the 
modern industrial 
w'orld is expected to be shown at the 
Coliseum in Chicago, when exhibits 
of dehydrated products are placed on 
view to indicate one method of reduc­ 
ing the high cost of living. 
'Phis will be a t the Hotel Men’s ex­ 
position, which started yesterday and 
.asts a week. 
The purpose of this particular ex­ 
hibit will be to indicate how vege­ 
tables and fruits may be bought dur-1 
ing the season of plenty and stored 
throughout the year in a small space, 
eeing used when the prices are high. 
The principle of conservation is the 
.-june as cold storage, but the method 
is different, and, for fruits and vege­ 
tables preserved by this process the 
cost is less than that of canning; 
that the on’y containers required are 
paper sacks, instead of expensive cans 
and jars, and the space required is 
also much leas. 
The process consists 
of drying scientifically so that all the 
w ater is taken from 
the 
product. 
When it is used it is “re-hydrated,” 
that is, steeped in water until it has 
absorbed praticaily its original wa­ 
ter content. 
The hotel men’s exposition, at which 
this process will be shown, will also 
exhibit numerous other devices for 
the saving of labor and expense in 
housekeeping, and is exciting consid­ 
erable interest among women as well 
as among those engaged in the hotel 
industry. 
Exhibits will include those 
relating to community effort to reduce 
domestic expense; various devices by 
which mechanical means may be used 
for service instead cf human effort, 
in the desire to escape from the ser­ 
vant bugbear, and also many in­ 
genious methods to insure the con­ 
tinuance of patronage of hotels and 
restaurants fo ramusement, after the 
removal of the liquor incentive.

SCENE OF AGITATORS 
IN CLASH WITH UW 


Sheriff Rushes A rmed

ganized labor was before the na­ 
tion today with the demand that 
private capital retire from rail­ 
road operation and that there be 
substituted a triple control of the 
railroad properties by the public, 
the operating 
management 
aud 
the employes. 
The demand was presented in a 
statement signed yesterday by the 
engineers, 
firemen, 
conductors 
and the American Federation of 
Labor. 
This Is recognized today as the 
most far reaching proposal placed 
before the country during the re­ 
construction period. 
.It marks the step by which 
organized labor misses from de­ 
mands for wage increases to de­ 
mands that the system of profits 
in industry he overhauled. 
This sentence sums up In a few 
words the proposal of which them 
have been hints and indications, 
but which is now laid before the 
country for the first time. Every­ 
where in official Washington it is 
recognized as the most serious 
and far-reaching the country will 
be called on to face. 
Characterizing the proposal as 
"labor’s hill” It is put forth aa a 
remedy for the high cost of Hiv­ 
ing because the railroads are the 
key industry of the nation. 
It 
demands the “genuine co-opera­ 
tion and partnership based on real 
community of interest and par­ 
ticipation of control" of which 
President W ilson spoke 
to 
tho 
congress and which the statement 
says has been ignored by labor 
and the private owners of the 
railroads. 
“We ask.” he said, “that the 
railroads of the United States he 
vested in the public, that those 
actually engaged in conducting 
that industry, 
not 
from Wall 
street but from the railroad of­ 
fices and yards and out on the 
railroad tines, shall take charge 
of this service for the public.” 
Briefly, labor demands: 
That private capital be elim­ 
inated from the railroads. 
That the private owners receive 
for them government bonds “with 
a fixed interest return for every 
honest dollar that they have in­ 
vested.” 
That 
the 
tripartite 
control, 
heretofore referred, be establish­ 
ed in the corporations which shall 
lease the roads and in which the 
public, 
the 
operating manage­ 
ment and labor shall be repre­ 
sented equally. 
That the public, the operators 
and the wage earners share equally 
all revenue in excess of the guar­ 
antee to private capital, by grant­ 
ing to the operators and the em­ 
ployes one-half the savings which 
are expected to be made by such 
a perfected organization and to 
the public the other half as con­ 
sumers, either by increasing serv­ 
ice without adding costs or by re­ 
ducing costs. 
‘“This role originates with la­ 
bor.” says the statement, “be­ 
cause labor happens to have firm 
organizations through 
which 
it 
may become articulate.”

THE FRENCH TREATY. 
The president has submitted to the 
senate the treaty w th France, under 
the terms of which wa hold ourselves 
bound to go to the aid of the French 
should they be unjustly attacked by 
Germany. 
To 
understand 
the in­ 
sistence with which the French are 
demanding some such protection be- 
lore yielding anything to the society 
of nations under the world league, we 
must attempt to imagine oursehes in 
the place of the French people. 
There is a monument in Paris which 
has been dressed in 
mourning ever 
since the war of the seventies, wrhen 
Germany whipped France and forced 
her to sign a treaty of her own mak­ 
ing. 
Every year it was the custom 
to place wreathes of immortelles be­ 
side the perennial crepe that draped 
the monument as a reminder of the 
national humiliation and the constant 
threat against national existence that 
lay to the north. August 1914 proved 
that dread to have 
been 
justified. 
France has no taste for another forty 
years of strained waiting for the Hun 
to come again out of the north to 
spoil h£r goods, devastate her fields 
and her orchards, murder her men 
and rape her women. 
And in the 
place of France we should feel the 
same. 
Pending the working out and or­ 
ganization of the league of nations 
France wants protection. 
To whom 
should she turn so naturally as 
to 
America whom 
France 
befriended 
when America's friends were few and 
feeble. To read the discussions of the 
senate you would think that senators 
were playing at a boy’s debating so­ 
ciety, instead of carrying out the part 
of statesmen confronted at once with 
the gravest responsibility as well as 
the largest problem that very well 
could confront fallible men. 
The puerile glee with which they 
announce that only with reservations 
will they ratify is perhaps appropriate 
in tone to their announcements that 
the reservations are absolutely essen­ 
tial and yet make no change whatever 
in the treaty. As pointed out by de­ 
fenders of the president in the senate 
the republicans have done all they 
could to render the influence of Wil­ 
son impotent in Europe, and then 
they howl about concessions he was 
compelled to make, 
compelled f to 
make, perhaps, by the very undermin­ 
ing tactics pursued then by his pres­ 
ent critics. 
But to reject the treaty with France 
would be a very ungracious thing in­ 
deed. It would be a blow in the face 
of an ally and friend which we could 
ill afford to deal and which would be 
a double treachery in the eyes of the 
French people who have suffered so 
much in the cause of world freedom 
and world liberty. 
The simple words of Pershing at 
the tomb of our dead friend of the 
early days 
of 
the 
republic were, 
"Lafayette, we have come." Those 
words spoke the heart of two mil­ 
lion men who did come, and came 
with all their strength, to the succor 
of Heroic France. And if it be true, 
as some like to say, that we came 
two years late, then surely the treaty 
urged upon the senate is the more 
timely as an assurance that upon 
the next occasion we shall not tarry. 
Indeed the very assurance may make 
unnecessary the occasion for its ful­ 
fillment. 


I will admit to you gentlemen 
that v c are going the wrong way. 
I admit to you that it is time to 
call a halt; and I admit to you 
that until we get together, until we 
commence together to stop this, 
there will be hell in this country, 
and it is nearer today than I ever 
knew it in 
my 
years 
of ex­ 
perience. Just let .somebody drop 
a match in this country of ours 
and it will be a sorry day for all 
cf us. 
Unless my vision is most ter­ 
ribly obscured, 
then 
there is 
.something coming to us pretty 
soon in this country that we had 
better take notice of. 
We are 
nearer 
war in this 
world today, I believe, than when 
the kaiser threw out the gauntlet. 
Our lawmakers are to blame, in 
my opinion, because the masses 
of the people would be behind 
them if they would attempt to 
correct it and surely therfc is 
power to; but instead they are 
playing politics as some of these 
labor organizations are playirfg 
politics, and it is the same all 
down the line. 


After the intoxication of war the 
world has not escaped that aftermath 
which follows intoxication.

Federal Reserve Agent 
in Report for August 
Says Petroleum In­ 
dustry Has Exerted 
Favorable 
Influence 
on Trade Conditions 
... General Expansion 
Continues. 


Dallas, August 2.—-There has been 
practically no summer 
dullness 
in 
trade and financial circles 
in 
the 
Eleventh Federal Reserve district this 
year, according to a summary of agri­ 
cultural and commercial 
conditions 
compiled by W. F. Ramsey, federal 
reserve agent here, and made public 
today. 
This unusual condition, the sum­ 
mary continues, is attributed largely 
to the petroleum industry, which has 
exerted a very favorable influence on 
trade, and to the good prices obtained 
for the earlier crops, which were quite 
bounteous. 
The agricultural position of the dis­ 
trict, the review states, shows the ef­ 
fects of climatic conditions during the 
past six weeks, and what appeared 
to be an exceedingly favorable out­ 
look for the cotton crop now seems to 
be below normal. 
Bank deposits, the report discloses, 
have shown a falling off in the larger 
centers and there has been no change 
in the generally expanded condition. 
This is ascribed by the federal re­ 
serve agent to the fact that up to a 
few weeks ago prospects for heavy 
liquidations this fall were exceed­ 
ingly bright, but cotton crop reports 
have 
dampened 
these expectations 
somewhat and the present outlook is 
described as barely normal. 
Heavy business is reported in both 
wholesale and retail trade, despite 
the gradual rise of prices. 
Grocers 
report the demand for luxuries and 
higher prices decreasing noticeably. 
Collections in both lines are reported 
“quite good.” 
Following is the summary of gen­ 
eral conditions as prepared by the re­ 
serve agent: 
“The concensus 
of 
opinion from 
many different sections of the district 
is that there is still plenty of room 
For improvement in the building sit­ 
uation, and while heavy activities are 
quite noticeable in the larger cities, 
there is no large general movement 
toward a restoration to normal condi­ 
tions. 
“Reports from Galveston the prin­ 
cipal port of entry for this district, 
are of a very encouraging nature, and 
it seems that the United States ship­ 
ping board has made an allotment of 
bottoms which will 
give 
this port 
ample facilities 
for 
handling 
the 
heavy grain crop, and taking care of 
the cotton movement this fall. 
“The livestock situation remains 
good, although there is much 
com­ 
plaint about decreased prices. 
The 
movement now, however, is rather 
light, and in some quarters prices for 
fall shipments am expected to be 
much firmer. 
Feed is plentiful for 
the approaching winter and the heavy 
rains of the past six months have put 
all the ranges in good condition. 
“The wholesale dry goods trade 
still holds first place in its condition 
of prosperity, volume of business 
and outlook for the remainder of the 
year. The price situation in this line 
seems to have settled down into a 
well-defined conviction that there are 
no im portant changes in prospect. 
“Wholesale automobile dealers are 
doing a very profitable business, en­ 
joying excellent collections, and in 
most instances, looking forward to an 
important decline in prices. 
“The wholesale hardware business 
as in a somewhat conservative posi­ 
tion, having had only normal sales 
for some time past. 
“Information now obtainable from 
wholesale drug circles is quite favor­ 
able, but the most noticeable reports 
irv this regard are coming from those 
sections now being affected favorably 
by the petroleum industry.”

RESPECT TO HEALTH 


County Judge Believers 
Benefit to 
Younger 
Generation Would Be 
Very Great Through 
Discovery of (Jnsus- 
pected Incipient Dis­ 
eases Shown Up in 
Examination. 


The county commissioners are con­ 
sidering seriously the m atter of a 
health survey of the .school children 
of 
Brazos 
county. 
According 
to 
County Judge J. I. Maloney, such a 
survey in one Texas county revealed 1 
the tact that more than tour hundred 
out of five hundred children examin­ 
ed had defects ofj tonsils, hearing, 
eyesight and teeth which the exami­ 
nation by the county repealed for the 
iiist time. 
The m atter ha* been taken up with 
the school authorities of the county 
and with the health officer. 
While 
nothing final has been done as yet, it 
is believed that much ill health and 
even suffering could be prevented the 
younger generation by this survey. 
“It is so easy for parents to over­ 
look trifling complaints of their chil­ 
dren, and to attribute them to little 
things. I believe an untold amount of 
benefit could come from such a sur­ 
vey,” said Judge Maloney with ref­ 
erence to the m atter. 
“I find, 
however,” 
he said, “a 
spirit of indifference in 
the 
rural 
schools. 
The plan was to have the 
county health officer with the as­ 
sistance of a trained nurse employed 
by the county to make the examina­ 
tions in such schools as requested it. 
Only two sehoools made such request.” 
Judge Maloney is of the opinion 
that the survey would not cost a 
great deal and that it would be of in­ 
calculable value. 
It is said that au­ 
thorities of A. and M. college are con­ 
sidering a survey of the farm , relig­ 
ious, school and health conditions gen­ 
erally of the county. 
The farm is 
to be through the county dem onstra­ 
tors, while the religious information 
will be gathered through the mini­ 
sters, the school data through the 
school teachers, and the health ex­ 
amination will be handled through the 
health officer. 
The proposed coun­ 
ty survey may be worked out in con­ 
nection with that of College.

owing to the favorable position of the

Washington,

maintenance of one field army 
with a war atreiyrih of 1,250,000 
men is proposed in 1. bill estab­ 
lishing a permanent military pol­ 
icy, sent to congress by Secre- 
Baker today. 
The active force 
would number 510,000, while the 
remainder would He young men 
serving three months in a mili­ 
tary training course which would 
be compulsory on all youths of 
that age. 
No change in the existent law 
regarding the organization of the 
national guard and its relation to 
the regular army is suggested. 
Baker said that he had assurance 
that the national defense act fed­ 
eralizing the guard would be re­ 
tained in force. 
This reserve strength would be 
used to fill out the twenty infan­ 
try divisions and one cavalry di­ 
vision into which it is proposed to 
vide the regular army. 
Under the plan youths would 
be subject to military service for 
two years after completing their 
course of military training, and 
in the event of war the selective 
service act used during the world 
war 
would 
become 
operative 
again. 
Washington, August 4.—Plans 
for a permanent peace time army 
of 510,000 officers and men and 
a system 
of 
universal military 
training was transmitted to con­ 
gress by Secretary Baker. They 
are embodied in a bill represent­ 
ing the policy of the war depart­ 
ment in respect to the peace time 
military establishment. 
AU special service* established 
during the war are to be main­ 
tained as separate brunches ex­ 
cept chemical warfare, which is 
to be merged with the engineer 
corps.
